COURT  OF  REVISION 

Installation  of  Street  Lighting  and 
Pavements  and  Curbs  on  the  Initiative  - 
Schedule  No.  406  


The  Court  received  from  the  Assessment  Commissioner  Schedule 
No.  406  listing  street  lighting  and  pavements  and  curbs  on  the 
initiative.     Thirty-eight  street  lighting  projects  and  four  pave- 
ments and  curbs  projects  are  involved.     The  Assessment  Commissioner 
advised' that  five  of  the  street  lighting  projects  and  three  of 
the  pavement  and  curbs  projects  were  defeated  by  a  sufficient 
number  of  objections  from  owners. 

The  Assessment  Commissioner  advised  in  connection  with 
Mo.  25  (street  lighting  Skeena  Street,  both  sides  from  Napier  St. 
to  William  .St.  )  that  two  out  of  the  four  owners  objected.  One 
of  the  parcels  of  affected  property  was  a  city-owned  lot,  and 
under  policy,  no  objection  was  lodged  on  behalf  of  this  lot. 

The  Court  heard  from  affected  property  owners  on  the  matter 
of  certain  of  the  street  lighting  projects,  and  on  certain  of 
the  pavements  and  curbs  projects. 

The" Court  also  had  before  it  a  report  of  the  Board  of  Admin- 
istration, dated  July  16,  advising  on  corrections  to  property 
Dwners '  share  of  Item  42,  Schedule  No.  406,  being  pavement  and 
curbs  on  49th  Avenue  from  Oak  to  Elm  on  the  north  side,  and  from 
Oak  to  Marine  Cres.  on  the  south.     In  the  report  the  City  Engineer 
advised  as  follows: 


cont ' d 
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"A  project  for  the  construction  of  pavement  and  curbs  on  A9th  Avenue 
from  Oak  Street  to  Elm  Street  on  the  north  side,  and  from  Oak  Street  to  Marine 
Crescent  on  the  south  side,  has  been  advanced  as  a  Local  Improvement  on  the 
'Initiative  Principle'  and  will  come  before  a  Court  of  Revision  on  July  29th,  1971. 

An  error  has  been  discovered  in  the  f injures  advanced  for  this  project 
in  that  the  estimated  property  owners'  share  did  not  allow  for  the  existence 
of  a  curb  along  certain  portions  of  49th  Avenue.    The  abutting  properties  are 
zoned  residential  and  are  located  as  follows :- 

S/S  A9th  Avenue  between  L/W  of  Laburnum  Street  and  L/E  of  Cypress  Street. 

B/S  A9th  Avenue  between  East  Boulevard  and  a  point  1£.  l/2  feet  West  of 
East  Boulevard. 

Further,  there  is  a  portion  of  A9th  Avenue  in  the  track  allowance  of 
the  V.  and  L.I.  Railway  where  curbs  will  not  be  constructed.

SPECIAL  ITEMS 

Schedule  406,   Item  3  -  Special  Light  Standards  in  Area  III. 
40th  Avenue  from  Hudson  Street  to  Granville  Street  is  one  of  the  streets 
listed  in  Area  III.    One  block,  from  Hudson  Street  to  Cartier  Street  is 
not  open  on  the  ground  and  should  not  have  been  included  in  the  project. 
The  project  Area  III  should  therefore  be  reduced  in  scope  by  deleting  the 
block  on  40th  Avenue  between  Hudson  Street  and  Cartier  Street.    The  re- 
vised estimated  costs  are:

Light  Standards  in  Area  III  on  the  streets  listed  in  the 
Assessment  Commissioner's  report,  be  reduced  in  scope  by 
deleting  the  block  on  40th  Avenue  between  Hudson  Street  and 
Cartier  Street,  and  that  the  portion  of  the  cost  of  the 
project  to  be  borne  by  the  real  property  benefited  thereby 
shall  be  borne  proportionately  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the 
same  basis  as  originally  provided  for  the  project.
